In Stanford 
Village Sale 


A new obstacle, further block- 
ing early acquisition of 10 acres 
in Stanford Village for use as a. 
school site, was reported to the 
Menlo Park Elementary School 
District board of trustees Monday 
night. 

Release of other parts of the 
former government hospital site 
for sale is also subject to the 
new delay, according to informa- 
tion received by School District 
Superintendent Mel Homfeld. 
Homfeld reported: 

“In a telephone conversation 
with Justin Herman, regional offi- 
cer of the Housing and Home Fi- 
nance agency, on Friday, Herman 
stated that ‘a new problem has 
been interjected into the release 
of Stanford Village.’ 

“<The question as te whether 
the land may be sold to any organ- 
ization for less than fair market 
value has arisen,’ he stated, and 
added that ‘this is not confined to 
Stanford Village alone, but to an- 
other piece of property as well’ 
(he did not name the other piece 
of property.) 

“Herman added that he ‘had 
reason to believe that the federal 
housing administrator, Albert, M. 
Cole, is going to cause a study of 
the entire problem to be made, 
and a policy to be written, under 
which decisions on Stanford Vil- 
lage and other such parcels of pro- 
perty would become automatic.”

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Menlo Park Man Gives Advice fo Workshop! Special “Special School Board Meeting leisy 
Enthusiasts: Invent Something with Tools 


(First of two articles) 

A word of encouragement for 
tinkerers—those who spend long 
hours in their home workshops, 
without ever expecting any re- 
ward—was given this week by 78- 
year-old Carlyle Hall of 1161 Bay 
Laurel drive: 

‘Invent something.” 

Hall should know. He has invent- 
‘ed about two dozen gadgets, 
some of use to industry and some 
of use around the home. Some he 
has patented, and others he only 
developed. But whatever the case, 
he points out, 

“The bringing into being of la- 
bor-saving devices, from just 
vision, or an idea, is very import- 
ant. This has layed the founda- 
tion for all the progress that we 
now enjoy.” 

For himself, Hall observes, he 
could never resist the urge to in- 
vent, and whether or not he made 
money out of his works, he feels! g 
it has been worth while. 

“Bringing new things into being 
and making them work, has been 
just as great a satisfaction to me as 


them. Few -inventors make big 

money out of their inventions.” 
Too; he points out, it doesn’t 

take a large ‘research organiza- 


tion, with hundreds of thous- | 


ands of dollars worth of equip- 
ment and scores of scientists to 
inyent things, even in the cur- 
rent specialized era. 

And it doesn’t take a lot of mon- 
ey and time for inventors to pro- 
tect their patents.

Hall’s first invention, he recalls, 
was made more than 65 years ago, 
when he was a boy of 14.

and built a two-horse sleigh 
which was made out of material 
1 found on the farm. 

“T designed it so that it would bo 3 
adaptable to attach to the spring 
wagon body and so that the tongue 
from the wagon could also be used

“No one up to this time had ev- ° 
er seen a ‘combination sleigh,’, 
parts of which could be used on a ;

ae is wonderful to have holly to | 

ve away at Christmas time, and) 
even better to enjoy this handsome | 
plant in your garden all year. 

Hollies are easy to grow, and’! 
while English holly is the best 
known, there are many varieties | 
thet have a great eal to offer. 

The Chinese hollies are the new- | 
est introductions, and they are) 
very adaptable to this country. 

The best known is Ile cornuta. | 
This holly spreads in width as it 
grows upwards, and when ma- 
ture is a broad, small tree us- 
ually about 12 feet tall. If has | 
thick, leathery, glossy leaves 
that are curious in form. 

Although there is much varia-! 
tion, each leaf usually has five! 
spines which are stiff and sharp) 
like the English holly (which us-; 
ually has around 16 spines). 

There are bright red berries, 
and happily this tree is self- pollin-| 
ating and every tree has berries. 

Most of the hollies are slow! 
growing, and the Japanese ones: 
are often used as_ foundation’ 
planting. 

Ilex crenata is the best for this,

Both these hollies bear black 
fruit. One of the most beautiful 
trees in Japan is the magnolia- 
leaved holly, with rich, dark green 
leaves that are 6:7 inches long.

The hollies grow best in rich, 
well-drained soil, and in partly i 
shaded eondi‘ions, especially in 
Califernia, where the summers 
are often too hot. 

Holly grows slowly, and needs 

summer irrigation weekly. At the 
same time, the leaves should be 


| hosed off to keep them free from 


dust. Three or four feedings of 
bonemeal during the growing sea- 
son will increase growth and dark- 
en the green coloring and redden 
| the winter berries. 

If the soil is alkaline (as most 
California soil is). a yearly feeding 
of aluminum sulphate is necessary. 
This can be corrected somewhat 
in planting by adding a lot of peat 
moss to the planting hole. 

Manure is also beneficial, and 

can be mulched around the plants 
jin the spring. 
SMALL PLANTS BEST 

It is best to buy small plants, as 
they transplant easily, and though 
they may grow very little at first, 


they are making a large and im-|} 


portant root system. 

The trees stand severe pruning 
and can be clipped and trained 
into almost any shape. They 
should be set a minimum of eight 
feet apart, or given eight square 
feet of room to insure a well-form- 
ed tree and one that has lots of 
berries. 

Only the female has berries in 
the English holly, which must be 
pollinated by a male tree living 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of two blocks. 

The hollies may be troubled 
by aphis and scale, and a. spray 
of nicotine and soap in the sum- 
mer should keep them clean. 

As their soil and culture re- 
quirements are close to that of 
the camellia and azalea, they make 
a handsome background for these 
plants.
